With the British Army in France, Au- 
gust 14.— (By the Associated Press.)—

have fallen into the hands of the Aus- 
tralians, thus placing the river banks’ 
southwest of Bray under the control of 
the British. The Australians also have 
cleared the enemy from Cateaux Wood. 

Various small artillery concentra- 
tions have sprung up during the last 
few hours and are now active in fir- 
ing on some points within the British 
lines, such as Vauvillers, Framervile, 
Proyart, Lihons, Dernancourt and the 
forward areas south of the Villers- 
Bretonneux-Chaulnes railway. 


The Germans have also subjected the

wood region. 

No further counter attacks by the 
enemy are reported.

All-Ameriean Attack. 

In the course of his discussion, Gen- 
eral March said General Pershing now 
has 1,250,000 American troops organ- 
ized into the first field army.

The primary purpose of the two 
blows Marshal Foch has struck has 
been realized. Both in the dAisne- 
Marne battle and again in Picardy the 
attacks were defensive measures to free 
Paris from the menace of the two 
wedges the enemy had driven in that 
direction. The value of the drives in 
this respect Was pointed out by Gen- 
eral March today. 


Officers here therefore anticipate a 
complete change in the character of 
the fighting in the next phase of the 
battle with Foch’s armies assuming the 
offensive in the fullest sense of the 
word and striking to force the enemy 
back in such manner that he cannot 
avail himself of his old Hindenburg 
line defenses. 

It appears very probable to some ob- 
servers tht the Flanders front might 
see the next blaze kindled with a dou- 
ble drive by British forces to pinch out 
the salient there as it has been pinch- 
ed out at the Marne and again in 
Picardy. They foresee, also, the initia- 
tion of the movements of a greater 
scope in the near future, aimed at 
flanking the Germans out of the blunt 
wedge into which the Picardy and 
Aisne battle fronts have been merged 
by recent actions. 


Illinois Regiment in Battle. 


The 13ist infantry of the 33d United 
States division has been engaged in 
the fighting north of the Somme and 
particularly in the repulse of an ene- 
my counter attack at Chipilly, Gen- 
eral March said.

Mexico City, August 14.—Replying 
to a protest from Great Britain 
against the provisions of the oil de- 
cree of February 22, which was de- 
clared to be confiscatory and in vio- 
lation of the rights of English com- 
panies holding oil claims, the Mexican 
government has declared that it does 
not recognize the right of any foreign 


government to protest against decrees 
of this nature. 

It holds that by virtue of its sov- 
ereign rights the Mexican govern- 
ment is free to adopt such fiscal legis- 
lation as is necessary. It suggests that 
recourse to the courts would be the 
proper method of determining wheth- 
er the oil land decree is unjust and 
confiscatory. 


The Mexican Reply. 
The Mexican reply follows: 
“Without judging the exactness or 
inexactness of the qualifications of 
extablished taxes, the Mexican govern- 


ment can only express the surprise 
caused by the note and the protest of 
his Britannic majesty, for in the ¢a- 
pacity of an independent nation in the 
legitimate exercise of her sovereignty, 
Mexico issued a decree against which 
the only recourse that Mexican laws 
concede is when they judge 
and confiscatory taxes decreed by 
public power. 

“The surprise of the Mexican gov- 
ernment is legitimate, as would be 
that of any other government of a 
free country, including that of his 
Britannic majesty, if it found that 
acts of interior legislation such as the 
right of imposing contributions were 
called into question by the diplomatic 
protests of the countries of the sub- 
jects affected by the imposition. The 
Mexican government is sure that the 
government of his majesty would not 
permit diplomatic protests against the 
high contributions that the war caused 
him to decree in all his dominions, 
and which should weigh equally, not 
only upon British subjects and sub- 
jects of conquered nations, or those 
subjected in any form to his dominion, 
but upon foreigners alike. 


No Foreign Interference. 


“In virtue of its freedom of fiscal 
legislation it is opportune to declare 
that the Mexican government does not 
recognize the right of any foreign 
country to protest against acts of this 
nature coming from the right to ex- 
ercise interior sovereignty, and in 
consequence cannot accept the respon- 
sibility which it is pretended will be 
charged to her account as supposed 
damages as a consequence of this 
legislation. Such a decision is found- 
ed upon the equality which the Mexi- 
can government desires should exist 
between Mexicans and foreigners re- 
garding contributions decreed in its 
territory because it is deemed that, 
conceding the preferences to which all 
diplomatic intervention tends, such 
a decision is fuir to Mexico in its 
strictest terms. 

“The course to be taken by for- 
eigners and nationals alike to free 
themselves trom impositions which 
are deemed confiscatory consists in 
submitting the case before tribunals, 
which are always found ready to ad- 
minister justice in applying the law, 
which justly guarantees individuals 
against confiscation of property. Fur- 
thermore it is generally admitted that 
diplomatic representation should be 
the last recource taken and only when 
last resources have been exhausted. 

“If the provisions of the decree are 
openly against the laws and in viola- 
tion of contracts previously made, ac- 
cording to the concept of his Britannic 
majesty, such could not rationally 
constitute an obstacle to the free de- 
velopment of Mexican property, and 
this development can demand, as has 
happened, certain changes of legisla- 
tion beneficial to the country. This is 
evident when it is considered the mod- 
ern concept of property is that it is a 
social function bound closely to the 
prosperity of the state. 

“The Mexican government has a 
firm purpose in respect to foreign in- 
terests. It gives them guarantees 
facilitating their development and be- 
lieves that its program can only be 
realized through the laws and institu- 
tions of the republic by applying dis- 
positions equally. 

“Esteeming that it is the best guar- 
antee it can impart, the Mexican gov- 
ernment cannot see a way to accept 
the diplomatic protests from his Bri- 
tannic majesty, which would have the 
effect of giving English citizens un- 
equal preference over Mexican na- 
tionals.” 

The reply is signed by General Can- 
— Aguilar, minister of foreign af- 
airs. 


AMERICANS HIT 
BY MEXICAN NOTE. 


Washington, August 14.—So far from 
mitigating the severity of the original 
decree of 
new taxes and restrictions upon the for- 
eign owners and operators of oil prop- 
erties in Mexico, in the opinion of offi- 
cials here the reply of the Mexican gov- 
ernment to the British protest against 
that decree has only added to its o- 
noxious nature. Although Secretar 
Aguilar’s note is directed to the Britis 
government. it is said its substance 13 
of equal application to the American oil 
interests. 

Some time ago American interests, 
with the knowledge and sympathetic 
support of the state department, sent 
representatives to Mexico with the pur- 
pose of arriving at am amicable adjust-

It was hoped in this unofficial way, if 
the Mexican government was disposed 
to be at all fair in its treatment of the 
Americans who had invested so heavil 
in the development of the Mexican o 
properties. it would be possible to ar- 
range a new scale of taxation that 
should be profitable to the Mexican 
government without being absolutely 
confiscatory. 

Following discouraging reports from 
these personal representatives of the oil 
interests. the letter of Secretary Aguilar 
in answer to the Britton protest is tak- 
en as conclusive evidence that the 
Mexican government nas not in any de- 
gree changed its original purposes to 
carry out the decree. not only as to 
English properties, but as to American 
and all other foreign interests. 

Regarding the contention in the Mex- 
ican note that the decree applies equal- 
ly to Mexicans as well as to foreign- 
ers, it is pointed out this is only tech- 
nically true. As a matter of fact, 
nearly all the properties are foreign- 
owned and Mexicans consequently are 
unaffected by the harshness of the de- 


cree, which amounts to 100 per cent:

OIL INDUSTRY TO DO 


ITS OWN REGULATING 


New York, August 14-—The ofl in- 
dustry, through the national petroleum 
war service committee, has undertaken 
voluntarily to regulate its own affairs, 
particularly the prices, premiums and 
movement of crude oil, and thus avoid 
government supervision, under a plan 
announced here tonight Dy A. C. Bed- 
ford, president of the Standard Oil 
company, of New Jersey, and chairman 
of the committee. 

The plan, which is to be in force 
November 1 and thereafter as 


long as the committee may determine 
and the government approves, was 
decided upon after the committee had 
consulted with oil men in all parts of 
the country. It has the sanction of 
M. L. Requa, director general of the 
oll division of the national fuel ad- 
ministration, who, however, has 
sounded a warning that if prices are 
not stabilized and it becomes neces- 
sary for the government to step in, 

emiums may be entirely wiped out, 
; present posted prices are ample to 
stimulate and encourage production.” 

The plan provides that purchasing 
companies shall continue to purchase 
crude oil at the posted market price, 
that all purchasers who now pay a 
premium for crude oil hereafter be 
permitted to pay certain stated prem- 
iums, substantially the same as those 
now in effect, and that all contracts 
made for the diversion of crude oil 
from its existing channels are to be 
first submitted to committees on con- 
ciliation and co-operation created by 
the trade. 

These committees, Mr. Bedford 
stated, will consist of an equal number 
of purchasers and producers of crude 
oil, and at least one and not exceeding 
three disinterested men of standing 
in the community. 

The actions of committees are to be 
reported to the national petroleum 
war service committee and if dispute 
arises which the national committee 
cannot settle the question is to be re- 
ferred to the oil division of the na- 
tional fuel administration. 

Mr. Bedford pointed out that the 
whole purpose of the plan was to 
convince the-industry and all connect- 
ed with it that they must use every 
effort to “settle within their own 
councils all matters of dispute and 
difference before burdening the oil 
division with their troubles, thereby 
carrying out to the fullest extent 
I the principles of self-govern- 
ment.”

Amsterdam, August 14--While Tues- 
days Berlin newspapers regard the 
Anglo-French main thrust as parried 
and at all events stopped by the ex- 
haustion of the attacking troops, the 
"journals in the Rhine country discuss 
the situation in a much graver tone. 

“Foch and Haig probably will con- 
tinue attacking on the Somme, but 
they will never achieve more than 
Pyrrhic victories, which will assist in 
the attrition of their own forces,” says 
Baron von Der Osten, the military 
eritic of The Rheinische Westfalische 
Zeitung of Essen. 

Elsewhere the newspapers deem it 
necessary editorially to brace up the 
nerves of the people of the Rheinish 
provinces, which seem to be badly 
shaken. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung appears 
to interpret popular apprehensions 
when it apeaks of “another impending 
ruthless Anglo-French attempt to 
break through the German northwest- 
ern front,” and says that Germany fol- 
lows the terrible struggle with bated 
breath. In the next column it inveighs 
against defeatism, which is “rearing 
its head in Cologne, Dusseldorf and 


elsewhere, even in Essen, where the 
people may be heard grumbling. 

“Another defeat for us; we shall lose 
the war. We have nothing to eat, no 
clothes, no shoes; we shall starve and 
be utterly ruined.” | 

As a cure for this state of mind The 
Volks Zeitung administers an antidote 
in the shape of a raging article about 
the enemy wanting 
and enslave German men, women and 
children.” 

The Weser Zeitung of Bremen, with 
ill-concealed pessimism, regretfully ad-

moon refused to accept the report of 
the conference committee between the 
two houses on the general appropria- 
tion bill of the house. The members of 
the senate on this committee were Sen- 
. ators Carswell, Brown and Dickerson. 
This committee submitted a report to 
the two houses in which the appropria- 
tion for the common schools of the state 


was set at $4,000,000 as a happy me- 


dium between the $4,200,000 advocated 
by the house and the $3,000,000 insisted 
on by the senate, 

This $4,000,000 -was more than the 
penate would consent to swallow, and 
by the vote of 31 to 6 the report of the 
conference committee was turned down. 


In the discussion that arose over the/ 


report the warmest fight that has ever 
come up before the senate this year was 
precipitated, Senator Dickerson leading 
the advocates of the increase in the 
common school fund and Senator Cars- 
well, as chairman of the appropriating 
committee, urging the senators to stand 
by the wishes of the governor and turn 
down the large increase, thereby hold- 
ing the appropriations down to a basis 
in accord with the state’s revenue. 

In speaking on the question, Senator 
Dickerson said that he knew that the 
side Which he advocated, and which fa- 
vored the common school increase, was 
in the minority in the senate and would 
not win on the adopting of the report, 
hut that before the members of the gen- 
éral assembly could return to their 
aomes they would have to accept his 
Viewpoint and agree to the wishes of 
ths house. 

Senator Elders then arose and urged 
the senate to stand behind the gov- 
ernor and save him the embarrassment 
of having to veto a bill which would 
bankrupt the state. He declared that 
he had always been a common school 
man, and had championed their every 
cause, but that he would have his right 
arm cut off before he would consent to 
vote more than $3,200,000 for the com- 
mon school fund of the state. 

Senate Stands Firm. 

From opinions of prominent leaders 
it was gathered that the senate would 
continue to stand firm on its position 
in regard to the increase, and if this 
were done and the house refuses to 
come down on the appropriations, which 
it seems improbable that they will do, 
there will be an extra session forced on 
the two bodies. The differences will be 
attempted to be thrashed out before a 
new conference committee at the ses- 
sion which will start at 9 o’clock to- 
night. 

Another provision in the appropria- 
tion in the report which the senate re- 
fused to accept by a unanimous vote 
Was the recommendation that the sen- 
ate accept the $10,000 increase for the 
appropriation to the normal school at 
Athens. 

Senator rswell | 
epeeches 4 gon of 43 — 
in both of which he exhibited remark- 
able leadership and fight in holding 
down the appropriations of the state. 
He urged’ the members of the senate to 
stand by him and save the governor 
embarrassment by passing a bill way 
beyond the revenue of the state. 

The senate receded from the amend- 
ment increasing the appropriation for 
the chemical department of the state 
from $12,500 to $16,000. 

The bill by Senator Brown allowing 
counties, municipalities and cities all 
over the state to issue bonds upon a 
two-thirds vote of those voting in- 


stead of two-thirds of the total num- 
ber of registered voters is now ready 
for the governor to sign. The senate 
put the finishing touches on it by 
agreeing to two amendments placed on 
it by the house. 

Agrees on Amendment. 

The first amendment to which the 
eenate agreed by the vote of 34 to 0 
stated that the two-thirds of those vot- 
ing in the bond election favorable to 
the issuance of bonds must constitute a 
majority of the registered voters. The 
other amendment stated that the regis- 
tration by which the rules of the elec- 
tion are decided must not be a special 
_— but must be a general registra-

Ducktown Bill Passed. 


The Ducktown bill authorizing the 
governor to enter into litigations with 
the Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and 
Iron company relative to increasing 
their output, was also put down as a 
law when the senate passed the house 
substitute to their bill. The substitute 
which passed is similar to the resolu- 
tion passed by the senate some weeks 
back, but is broader and fuller, includ- 
ing the Tenriessee Copper company 
along with the Ducktown company. 

This bill was hotly opposed by Sena- 
tor Brown, who declared that the peo- 
ple from the section which he repre- 
sents would be wronged if the com- 
pany should increase their output. 
thereby letting out more poisonous 

es. 

In the morning session after a vio- 
lent fight the senate adopted by the 
vote of 26 to 15 the house substitute 
increasing the number of senatorial 
districts in the state from 44 to 51. 
This substitute was passed by the house 
as an amendment to the senate bill 
by Senator Peacock increasing the 
number of districts to 46. As it was in 
the nature of a substitute to the Dill, 
President Olive ruled that it would not 
require a two-thirds vote as all other 
constitutional amendments to pass it. 

This ruling and the passage of, the 
bill caused much comment among the 
enemies of the bill and Senator H. H. 
Price, a bitter opponent of the meas- 
ure, declared that should the governor 
sign the bill he would take it up be- 
fore the supreme court and test its 
constitutionality. He declared that it 
being a constitutional amendment it 
would require a two-thirds vote to pass 
it, and as it lacked this by four votes 
he would endeavor to have the ruling 
of the chair reversed. 


Charges Double Dealing. 


Senator Skelton in opposing the bil! 
declared that he had been double- 
crossed” by certain members of the 
house by their tacking on the substi- 
tute to the bill passed by the senate 
increasing the number of districts to 
46. He said that certain members of 
the house had declared that if the sen- 
ate would pass the bill increasing the 
number of districts to 46 they would 
not seek further inerease. This prom- 
ise, he declared, they. had violated.

By a vote of 107 to 46 the house at 
its afternoon session passed the senate 
warehouse bill providing a state ware- 
house commission that shall establish 
a system of one or more warehouses 
in the various counties of the state. 
| The bill is fashioned after the ware- 
house law in South Carolina that has 
been in operation for several years. 
The system is to operate without cost 
to the state. The bill provides for a 
commission whose duty it shall be to 
put into operation as rapidly as pos- 
sible a uniform warehouse system re- 
quiring competent weighers and grad- 
ers. 

Mr. Anderson, of Jenkins, stated that 
the measure had been planned after the 
[South Carolina law that has been so 
successfully operated for years, and he 
thought it would operate equally well 
in Georgia. 

Mr. Lankford, of Toombs, said it was 
a farmers’ bill, backed by the Farm- 
ers’ union, and he was for it. 

Mr. Ennis, of Baldwin, thought the 
measure was too big in its scope for 
ithe state to undertake. 

Mr. White, of Fulton, stated that the 
people from Nickajack to Tybee Light 
| wanted a system of state warehouses— 
it would be the. greatest law ever en- 
acted in Georgia. 

Quotes Congressman Lever. 

Mr. Pickett, of Terrell, said the bill 
should be entitled “A Bill to Create 
Endless Officers.”

Fayetteville, Ga., August 14.—Six hundred representative citizens of Fayette and ad- 
joining counties, assembled this afternoon in the tabernacle in Fayetteville, accorded Con- 
gressman William Schley Howard one of the greatest ovations he has received since enter- 


ing ‘the race for the United States senate.. | 

It was perfectly unmistakable and perfectly undeniable, as manifested by the applause 
and atmosphere of the meeting, that the letter of President Wilson expressing a preference 
for William J. Harris ast Congressman Howard has not deterred the Howard campaign 
in Fayette county} e slightest, but on the contrary, has aroused his supporters to a 
very high pitch of ..ghting enthusiasm. : . 

The Fayette county courthouse was not large enough to hold the audience assembled 
to hear him, and by a vote of the audience the speaking was shifted to the tabernacle a 
quarter of a mile distant, where spreading shade trees and open sides with a high arched 
roof afforded an ideal place for a political meeting on a hot August day. 

Congressman Howard devoted about seventy-five per cent of his attention to Senator 
Thomas W. Hardwick, who recently held a meeting here; about twenty per cent of his 
attention to the president’s letter indorsing Harris; and about five per cent of his attention to 
Harris himself. This ratio seemed to fit the local situation to a nicety. If there ever was 
any Harris sentiment in Fayette county, it either had disappeared or gone a-visiting yes- 
terday afternoon. | 

After delivering a perfectly tremendous arraignment of Senator Hardwick, in which he held up the 
junior senator as the enemy of the farmers, of his state and a statesman completely lacking in courage 
and foresight when called upon to vote on measures preparing hie nation for war, Congressman Howard 


addressed himself to the president’s letter. : 
“The people of Georgia,” said he, “had listened to me and listened to Harris. They had examined 
my record and examined the lack of a Harris record. They were making up their minds to reward 
me with a seat in the senate because my record proves me the friend of the masses of the people, and 
proves that my loyalty to my country and party and president is above reproach. And then what hap- 
ned? . | 
. “Clark Howell and Ed T. Brown, two of the most thoroughly discredited politicians in Georgia 
(applause), got together and connived a écheme which they thought would eliminate me from the senatorial 
race. Clark Howell wrote a letter to President Wilson for the purpose of securing an expression of preference 
in favor of William J. Harris, and Ed T. Brown went and whispered in the president’s ear a lot of false 
information concerning the political situation in Georgia. They urged the president to do the very thing 
he had declined to do in other states where contests were being waged between loyal candidates. 
“Why did they want Harris? Because he Is a political weakling and an intellectual incompetent 
whom they can control if he ever gets to the senate. And right in this connection | want to remind you 
that Ed F. Brown and William J. Harris took it on themselves four years ago to secure from the presi- 
dent an Indorsement of Hardwick.

New York, August 14——A German 
submarine, approaching the very gates 
of New York — sunk 1 oll 
tanker Frederick R. Kellogg, off the

Ambrose channel last night. Thirty- 
five members of the crew brought here 
today, reported that seven others are 
missing, These survivors were picked 


up by an American steamship. 


The Frederick R. Kellogg was a new 
tank steamship of 7,127 tons gross 
register, valued at more than $1,500,- 
000. Under command of Captain C. 
H. White, she was on her way from 
Tampico, Mexico, to Boston, with a 
cargo of approximately 70,000 barrels 
of crude oil. | 

The ship was owned by the Petro- 
leum Transport company and was 
launched a year ago this month at 
Oakland, Cal. aie . 

Torpedoed without warning at 6:10 
o’clock last evening, the Kellogg sank 
in three minutes, said members of her 
crew on coming ashore here today. 
The force of the explosion was terrific, 
they declared, and the seven missing

U-BOAT RAIDING 
OFF CAPE COD. : 

An Atlantic Port, August 14.—A Ger- 
man submarine, sighted off the tip of 
Cape Cod early last night, fired a tor- 
pedo at the steam trawler Walrus, 
missed by a narrow margin, Captain 
Clayton Morrisey, of the fisherman, 
reported on arrival here today. Be- 
cause of the fog Captain Morrisey said 
he was unable to escape and warn 
other craft of the danger. 

The Walrus was on her way to the 
fishing grounds and was about seven 
miles northeast of Highland light, Cap- 
tain Morrissey said, when the conning 
tower of the submarine was seen some 
distance away. The U-boat quickly 
submerged and a few minutes later he 
saw the wake of the torpedo. Captain 
Morrissey turned about and started full 
speed for port. 

The weather was very thick and 
the captain reported that he heard 
steamers in the vicinity blowing their 
fog horns. 

The presence of a German submarine 
off Cape Cod last night about the time 
the tanker Frederick R. Kellogg was 
sunk off Ambrose channel confirmed 
the belief of naval officers that one 
U-boat was not the only raider op- 
erating in North Atlantic waters. Ef- 
forts have been made to compare state- 
ments made by captains of schooners 
sent down, with a view to determin- 
ing whether all had been destroyed 
by the same craft. 

Captain Morrisey, of the Walrus, was 
questioned closely today regarding the 
U-boat attack last night. The Ger- 
man rose to-the surface dead ahead 
of the Walrus, not more than a quarter 
of a mile away, he said, and evidently 
was surprised to find the fisherman. 
He turned about, submerged, proceeded 
in the same direction the trawler was 
taking and let loose the torpedo, while 
under water. It missed by 200 feet. 
Captain Morrisey said he might have 
attempted to ram the submarine, but 
Instead he had made haste to get away.

€ and part of their staffs were re- 
leased through the untiring good offic:s 
of the Swedish consul! general. Mr. Poole 
stated a guard remained around both 
consulates and would not permit.British 
or French nationals to approach. Mr. 
Poole pointed out these acts occurre1 
immediately followine the solemn as- 
surance given bv Tchitcherin that all 
persons having diplomatic or consular 
character would be respected. 

“Feeling there would be no assur- 
ances that the American consulate gen- 
eral would not lated at any mo- 
ment, he destroye is code and rec- 
ords. This, and the general situation, 
made it impossible to carry on his 
functions and he accordingly asked the 
Swedish consul general to take over 
the protection of American interests 
and at the same time to request facili- 
ties of the soviet government for the 
immediate departure of the American 
diplomats and consular staff. The al- 
lied consuls were doing likewise. 

“All steps were being taken for the 
security of private American’ citizens 
who had not , molestéd so far. Mr. 
Poole added the devarture would prob- 
ably be by way of Petrograd and Stock- 
holm.. At the instance of the Swedish 
consul general the German embassy al- 
ready had recommended to the German 
government the issuance of the neces- 
sary safe conduct. 

“A fifth report stated Mr. Poole had 
received from Norman Armour, secre- 
tary of the American embassy, whom 
Mr. Francis left behind at Vologda 
when he went to Archangel, a telegram 
which stated an assistant from 1 
commissioner of the people, had called 
to see him, and apparently representa- 
tives of other embassies on August 1. 
The emissary said he had been in- 
structed to ask the diplomat to go to 
Moscow as the soviet authorities were 
unable to answer for their safety in 
Volodga. After expressing their thanks 
for the solicitude shown Mr. Armour 
and his colleagues referred the agent 
of the soviet to their express instruc- 
tions from their ambassadors to remain 
in Volodga for the protection of their 
nationals and pointed out the imposs!- 
bility of. going to Moscow under any 
pretext whatever.

The Bolshevik Protest. 


M. Tchiterin protested against the 
allied landing in the north. His note, 
as sent by the Wolff bureau, in a dis- 
patch from Moscow, under date of 
Tuesday, reads: 

‘Dear Mr. Poole: At the time when 
Citizen Lenine, in a speech referring 
to the unjustifiable Anglo-French in- 
vasion declared that the British and 
French were in fact at war with us 
and you come to ask whether peace 
or war existed between us and wheth- 
er you were to remain with us, I re- 
plied that our people were still at peace 
with yours and that to enable you to 
continue acting as representative of the 
United States the same facilities would 
be granted you as heretofore. 

“This possibility still holds good as 


[far as we are concerned, inasmuch as 


the interruption of cable communica- 
tion by way of the Murman is the work 
of Great Britain, not yours. As the 


your government we have placed our 
wireless station at your disposal. 

“We therefore request you to in- 
form your government and peoples 
abroad that a completely unjustifiable 
attack and a pronounced act of violence 
is being committed against us. 


Attack Not Deserved. 


We have done nothing to deserve 
such an attack. Our people want noth- 
ing but to live in peace and friendship 
with the masses and workers of all 
nations. Despite the existing state of 
peace, Anglo-French armed forces have 
invaded our territory, taking our towns 
and villages by force, dissolving: our 
workers’ organizations, imprisoned their 
members and driven them from their 
homes without any reason possibly 
warranting these predatory acts. 

“Without a declaration of war and 
without the existence of a state of war 
hostilities are opened against us and 
our national property is pillaged. To- 
ward us no justice is observed and no 
law acknowledged by those who sent 
these invading troops against us, for 
we are the first in the world to estab- 
lish a government for the oppressed 
peoples. Bare-faced robbery is held 
| permissible against us. 

“These people who did not declare 
war against us, act like barbarians to- 
ward us, but we, who represent the 
‘oppressed poor, are no barbarians like 
[these invaders. Our retaliation against 
those who shoot the members of our 
,soviets does not take the shape of sim- 
ilar acts against representatives of 
these governments. The official gov- 
ernment representatives enjoy an im- 
munity which is refused by the lat- 
ter’s official departments to our soviet 
members. 


Soviets and United States. 


“While we take this attitude toward 
the official representatives of Great 
Britain and France, we take into con- 
' sideration your own urgent request be- 
‘cause we regard you as the representa- 
tive of a “age which, to use your 
own words, will undertake nothing 
‘against the soviets if we retaliate with 
precautionary measures against the 
war-like measures directed against us. 
It is in pursuance of this that we in- 
tern the nationals of invading powers 
in concentration camps. We regard 
‘these nationals as civilian prisoners. 
We apply these precautio measures 

only agains: the members of the prop- 
erty classes who are our opponents. 
No such measures are taken against 
our natural allies, the working men of 
these same countries, who happen to 
be here. The working classes of the 
| whole world are our friends.

“As you stated to us that your na- 
tion does not propose to destroy the 
soviets we ask you now if you can not 
tell us plainly what Great Britain 
wants th us.

WHAT THE DOLLHOUSE TOLD. 


In view of general German frightful- 
ness, in the murder of women and children, 
of ruthlessly violated homes, doubt is cast 
on all stories of alleged isolated instances of 
German “gentleness.” 

They don’t “fit in“ with what the world 
knows of the hard, unrestrained German 
hand as to the weak and helpless. 

The American troops.are learning about 
this in French territory from which they 
have recently driven the Germans, and the 
spectacle of it is having the effect of mak- 
ing them more determined than ever to 
sweep the German from the fields of 
France! 

For, to quote from a recent dispatch of 
a Reuter’s correspondent on the American 
front— ö 


“The vast bulk of American soldiers 
are home men. Gentle and kindly things 
recalling their own homes in the west 
appeal to them as nothing else does, and 
the awful ruin of the French homes past 
which they have been marching mile 
upon mile and hour after hour has seem- 
ed more distressing to many of them 
than their own losses.” 


Thus, a dollhouse in a wrecked French 
home, with the faces of the dolls “ground 
into the floor by a nailed German heel,” was 
picked out by an American soldier—even 
with much more horrible things in the 
house—as the most characteristic and most 
dastardly.” : 

And this is what a sight like that moved 
the Ambrican soldier to exclaim: »The 
next damned German that tries to murder 
me had better make sure that he makes no 
mistake about it!” 

The scattered, trampled  dolls—the 
ruined dollhouse—took the American sol- 
dier back to the hearthside of a home he 
was fighting to preserve from just such 
wanton cruelty; and not only, perhaps, to 
the children of his own home, but to those 
of every fireside, blest by the love of home.

In Joel Chandler Harris’ story of “Billy 
Borum and His Drum,” the fate of the drum 
was that it was bayonetted by a confederate 
soldier who captured Billy while he was 
beating a “Yankee” tune.

The one measure which the Farmers’ 
Union of Georgia has worked so strong and 
diligently for, known as the state warehouse 
bill, was enacted into law yesterday, the 
house of representatives having passed it by 
a safe vote. The senate had already passed 
it, therefore it remains only for the signa- 
ture of the governor. 

The bill precipitated a hot fight in the 
house. The principal opponents of the bill 
were Pickett of Terrell, Mock of Dougher- 
ty, Jones of Coweta, Ennis of Baldwin and 
Culpepper of Meriwether. The leading sup- 
porters of the bill were Burwell of Hancock, 
Johnson ot Bartow, Lankford of Toombs, 
Anderson of Jenkins, Stubbs of Laurens, as 
well as many others. 

Thisy bill was prepared by members of 
the Farmers’ union, modeled upon the South 
Carolina warehouse system, with some 
amendments, as well as upon the bill intro- 
duced by Judge Robert L. Shipp, of Moultrie, 
in the house, two years ago. At this session 
of the legislature the measure was cham- 
Pioned in the senate, where it passed with 
only a few votes against it, by Senator H. H. 
Elders, who did yeomanry service in behalf 
of the same. 

Ex-Senator Boykin, who was author of 
the bill two years ago in the senate, and 
who is at present chairman of the legisla- 
tive committee of the Farmers’ union, has 
been in Atlanta for the past few days in 
the interest of this measure. 

This bill will provide for uniform grad- 
ing and classification of cotton, for all the 
warehouses that elect to come under this 
system, and will be of the greatest benefit 
as was demonstrated in South Carolina in 
1914—-in case of emergency, in a financial 
way because of the negotiability of the cot- 


ton receipts.

Can Majority of Ouorum

For many years a custom has prevailed 
in the general assembly of Georgia which 
has unquestionably defeated the letter, if 
not the spirit, of the constitutional provision 
that constitutional amendment measures 
shall be submitted only upon the assent of 
two-thirda of the respective memberships of 
the two legislative bodies. 

I refer to that custom, now being work- 
ed overtime, and frequently to the embar- 
rassment of some of the members, to sub- 
stitute in the concurring house an entirely 
new bill for a constitutional bill that h 
been passed by the assent of two-thirds of 
the members of the house in which it orig- 
inated; the substitute thereupon being re- 
turned by the concurring house to the house 
of origin, and in the latter passed, and thus 
enacted, by only a majority of a quorum, By 
such @ procedure one of the houses can pass 
a constitutional amendment bill; that it has 
never seen or heard of before, by a minority 
of the membership, instead of by a two- 
thirds assent, aa the constitution of Georgia 
distinctly stipulates. 

Thereupon hangs the question— 

Is this not a violation of both the letter 
and the spirit of that constitutional section

than we THOUGHT we knew when we were 
younger—which, I suppose, is legitimate 
consolation or salve for us old codgers. 
When a baby bumps his head and seems 
dazed and drowsy soon afterward, don’t be 
alarmed. It is natural that the little one 
should sleep off his shock. Certainly he 
should not be unnecessarily disturbed, as 
some misinformed parents imagine, with a 
view to preventing serious results. The 


bump or blow on the head causes more or 
less shock. Shock is the depression or 
weakness due to any injury or fright; one 
who is shocked breathes slowly and in 4 
shallow manner, the pulse is weak and rapid, 
the face is pale, the skin cold and clammy, 
and the mind stuporous if the patient is not 
quite unconscious. 

One injured by a blow on the head may 
show only the shock or concussion. This 
develops immediately after the injury, lasts 
minutes or hours, and disappears. But, sup- 
posing there has been fracture of the skull, 
without external sign—a thing, fortunately, 
very rare in children excepting in crushing 
accidents. In that case there may be the 
same temporary shock, concussion, followed 
by an interval of a few hours of improve- 
ment, and then the patient sinks into a 
sleep from which he fails to arouse. This 
suggests slow bleeding from a torn artery 
on the surface of the brain just within the 
skullcap, with slowly increasing pressure on 
the brain. Such symptoms call for imme- 
diate trephining, in order to find the bleed- 
ing point and stop the hemorrhage. 

The best immediate application to a bump, 
on the head or elsewhere, is cold, either 
pieces of ice or cloths wrung out of very 
cold water and changed as fast as they be- 
come warm. This tends to prevent swelling 
and discoloration, as about the eye. The 
cold should be continued for one or two 
When awelling or discolora- 
tion has already occurred, then the dest 
thing to hasten its absorption and disappear- 


‘ance is heat or later still, alternating hot 


and cold. If the akin over the bump is 
abraded or broken, it is always wise to 
swab the area immediately with tincture of 
iodine. If the injury is sustained in the 
street, in a field, about a barnyard, or any- 
where that animals run, it is advisable to 
have a prophylactic dose of antitetanic 
serum administered promptly, to prevent 
possible lockjaw infection, esyecially in 
warm weather. The trifling skin wounds are 
more suspectible to lockjaw infection than 
are large open cuts or wounds.

BOY MAKES SACRIFICE 


Monticello, Ga. August 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Paul Bryant Minter, only — oe 
Mr. and Mrs. O. J. Minter, of Monticel- 
lo, was the first Jasper county boy to 
fall in battle for freedom, being killed 
in France July 27, 1918.

Emphasizing that no tax should be 
placed on the income derived from the 
government bonds as a means of mak- 
ing more popular the government war 
securities, as set forth in his letter to 
Chairman Kitehin, June 5, Mr. McAdoo 
said:

the latter fifteen will, it is estimated 
by the treasury department, deprive us 
of revenue to the amount of $145,000,-

jeopardize the program for the issue of 
Liberty Bonds of the fourth Liberty 
Loan at 4% per cent, by reducing the 
value of the exemption to the holders 
of those bonds from normal income 
taxes by an amount equal to one-third, 
from 15 to 10 per cent.” 

In speaking of the propesed luxury 
taxes, the secretary told the committee 
the purpose of the proposed bill should 
not be merely to raise revenue, but 
should also be effective in the curtail- 
ing of wasteful expenditures. He said, 
therefore, “such taxes as that propos- 
ed upon the employment of domestic 
servants are of great importance.“ 

The committee was advised against 
too great an increase in super-taxes on 
the ground that such taxes might be- 
come destructive rather than productive 
of revenue.
